UMBERS of women, who are 
‘obliged to attend to various house- 
hold duties, dread the advent of 
winter, with jts hitherto bad and 

| effect on the hands. But 
with constant and careful attention there 
is no need whatever why the hands should 
not be as pretty and as white in the 
winter as during the summer months. 

Never expose the hands in the cold un- 
necessarily, always wear warm loose 
gloves. Tight gloves arrest the circula- 
tion and give the hands a blotchy appear- 
ance. Never plunge the hands either in 
ice cold water or very hot water. Make 

a point of washing thoroughly in” tepid 

water, cleansing any dirt which may havo 

got into the pores with pumice stone and 
thoroughly drying, after all household 
tasks. Never half wash; it is fatal. 

Always avoid holding the hands in front 

of the fire, as it dries up the natural oil 

in the skin and causes chaps. 


What to Do. 


Every night in the cold weather (not 
occasionally) apply a little warm oil. 
Pure olive is best. Rub it in well. Of 
course it is necessary to cleanse the hands 
first ; if you are not satisfied that rage 
has done this rub with lemon. This wi 
whiten as well as cleanse. 

Wear gloves in bed to avoid staining 
the linen, and in the morning, afte 
washing, apply a little vanishing cream, 
rubbing in until it has completely disap- 


Remember if your hands persist in re- 

ining red and chilblainy during the 
cold weather in spite of care, then it is a 
sure sign that you have a bad circulation, 
m which case it is necessary for you to 
attend very carefully to your diet, and to 
wear a warm garment, coming well down 
to the wrist. 

One further word, fine oatmeal dusted 
over the hands and wrists after every 
wash is a splendid thing for keeping them 
smooth. 


Complexion. 


The complexion during winter does not 
depend so much on creams and face foods, 
as many women seem to imagine. Of 
course a good skin food for use at night, 
and a vanishing cream for day use, are 
essential; but most necessary of all is 
fresh air. 

If only women rerlised that it is just as 
important to keep the air fresh ‘indoors 
during the cold months as well as during 
the heat, then we should see fewer rough 
skins and chapped lips.

chilly, as there is nothing like fruit and 
vegetables for the blood, and it is the 
condition of the blood that determines 
the state of the complexion. 

T am not a great believer in hot face 
massage. It certainly cleans the skin for 
pores so opeh, 
and in time enlarges them, that in the 
end dirt accumulates more rapidly ani 
the skin is inclined to become blotchy. 

The American woman invariably uses an 
ice pack for the face, and there is no 
tonic in the world to equal it; it prevents 
the skin wrinkling, tones up loose flesh, 
and if a vigorous rubbing is applied with 
the finger tips afterwards the result is 
astonishing. 

A final word in warning. Do not sit 
over a fire either coal or gas.

SERIES OF RAIDS, 


POST OFFICES ROBBED AND 
SIGNAL CABINS BURNED. 


Virtually all the signal cabins and Post 
Otfices between Kilmessan and Broadstone 
have been destroyed or put out of commission 
as the result of a series of raids which took 
place during the past week. The most exten- 
sive raid took place on Saturday morning 
when Batterstown signal cabin, Drumree 
signal cabin, and Kilmesaan “on cabin, all 
on the Midland Great Western Railway Meath 
Branch, were burned to the ground by armed 
men. 

At the same time, and apparently by mem- 
bers of the same party, Batterstown, Drum- 
ree, and Dunsany Post Offices were raided, 
the -instruments being smashed or taken 
away. E 
is en Post Office all the books and 
dockets, loose papers, postal orders, stamps 
and letters were collected, placed on the road 
outside, and deliberately set on fire. Dun- 
hoyne Post Office was similarly raided on 
Tuesday night, and Dunboyne signal cabin 
was burned down. Clonsilla — cabin was 
previously burned. Kilmessan Post Office was 
also visited recently, and the instruments were 
taken away. 

At 10 o'clock on Friday night armed men 
visited Kilmessan Station and burned down 
the signal cabin. The house of a local con- 
tractor named Hobbs was next visited—he is 
the owner of a motor car. The raiders de- 
manded the car, but not being able to start it 
they broke the carburetter and dismantled 


other vital ts. 

Aharalóis they went to Dunsany Post 
Office, some four miles distant. Three men, 
armed: with revolvers, called at the 
master’s house, ordered him into the kitchen, 
took the books, letters, orders, and stamps, 
and made a bonfire of them on the roadside 


outside the office.
